good interest or iiivettt in bonds issued 
to pay for new bridges, new buildings, 
new streets and whatever else uew 
needed. In ii year or two Johustowu will 
be more than herself again. The popu- 
lation lost will Im) replaced by people 
who nill be wanted in the Caiiibria iion 
works and in new fairtories and iudiis- 
tries tnat will be started. 

This is the feeling of all prominent 
Johnstown biisines.s men, and it is 
bound to count Seisretury Stackhnitse, 
of the v'limbria Iron comjiany. is sup.'r- 
iuteudi ng the work of the 0(i<) men who 
are clearing away tiie debris iu and 
alx>iit the company's works. When 
asked what he thought of the destnie- 
tion at present, he said : "Our loss will 
not be quite aa mttoh at the lower works 
as we at lint snppoaed, probably le - 
than half a million dollars. Our upjier 
works are completely demolished and 
for that reason we have given all our 
efforts to placing our lower worba in 
operation at too earliest possible mo- 
ment I think va will be in good run- 
ning order in laaa than tbiny daya 
We am qwciof bo expense in pi-oseuut- 
iugtha irorkaadare paying very little 
attention to the loea of our property. 
Car machinrry has snffinred very little 
from the llooa. ' ' 

Clearlna Awar the Wrrck. 

Arthur Kirk, of Pittsburg, has l)egun 
prejiariiig to (dear away the rafi of 
wreck alM»\e tlie bridge. "I emi give 
no idea. ' he .sai'l. "of the length of time 
it will take to clear it out, but it VNill be 
a work of weel;s I have liad some ex- 
jn'riciice ill blasting wrecks, but this is 
u job of iiiii>recedented magnitude. I 
cannot tell yet to what ext«'iit the cur- 
rent of the ii\er. an wc bring it iiack to 
its clmnncl. will a.ssist the dynamite. 
The solid raft is alxait 4(K) feet wide by 
1,200 long, ami, since the burning down 
to the wivt<'r, it is alxmt twentv feet 
thick. iSay tliat it will average fifteen 
feet of tree ti'tuiks, heavy tiinlwi-s, loco- 
motives, iiiilroatl iron, niachineiy and 
wire from the works, all taughnl and 
wedged together H8 only a floo<l eiin do 
it. Th woi'k of a flood is the work of a 
maniac, without plan or intelligence. It 
has no beginniug and no end. There is 
no keystone to it Every great stick of 
timber, e\ eiy mass of iron is a separate 
key. 

"\Vi*li the dimensions I Jiave named, 
the so!id r d't csonfains about T.'JOO.tMX) 
cubic fc(^t to be blasted and wTenched 
away. (Jiir phiu is to begin with the 
raft in the tirst archway of the stone 
bridge, removing the ligh't wre 'kage and 
ashes, and taking out such bodies and 
fragments of bodies as may l>e brought 
to view. Then we will boi-e holes in the 
large trees and timbers at that sjiot, load 
them with dynamite and blow them t^) 
pieces. Wlu-u we have Imtkeu up a 
small space iu that archway we will turn 
the water into it by nutans' of a bracket 
dam across tiie new clmnuol. 

"We will work up and across stream 
and destiMv the raft piecemeal, taking 
out the remains an fast as we uncover 
them. The ItrKlies will not Ire iujiu-e<l 
by the dynamite. It is the nature of 
that explosive tliat, though very jiowei- , 
ful, its efl'eot is litnitod to tlie matter im- ' 
mediately san-ouudiug the cl:arge, 
difTering from btnttk powiier, which tears

TIm Daasaa* at Woedvale 
Tlie resident portion of Woodvale 
borough is completely wiped out The 
property loss is eatimated at $.H,;300.UU0. 
Onthsaills above the wTOcked village 
is presented the worst speotaole of the 
hour. Here are clustered the several 
thousand inhabitants who escaped, and 
nnless aid is given them soon they must 
perish of want Starvation starts; them 
In the face. Thev are so far above 
Johnstown that the relief parties have 
not yet reached them, and only a few 
provisions have been brought un to 
them by the other survivors in Johns- 
town. St^veral have lost their mind, 
and it is feared tiiat the hoirtjis of death 
by starvation or the worst horrors of 
madiuiss. must soon overtake them un- 
less at once relieved. A laigB number 
of lives were lo.st here.

The state board of healtli of Pennsyl 
vania has satisfled itself by iusi)ectiou 
that the waters of Conemaugh, Alle 
gheuy and the Ohio rivers must become 
contaminated as a result of the recent 
disaatrons flood at Johnstown. It there 
fore earnestly urges all persona who are 
oblige<l to depend upon these streams 
for tueir wat4>r supply to use no water 
for household purposes which has not 
been previously boilad.

W.v.'?HiKoroN, June The meeting 
foi- 1 •. ■ relief of the Johnstown Butferers 
yesierday afternoon brought together 
many prominent public oMcials, army 
and navy officers and citizens, and re- 
sulted in generous contributions and do- 
nations of money, provisions and oloth- 
ing. Pi-esideut Harrison presided. Mid 
mode a brief but eh>quent and impress- 
ive speech that touched the sensibilitiea 
of all who licord liim, and elicited from 
his audience frequent applause. BUa 
arrival in the hall waa the oooadonfor 
loud applause. Distriot Oommisalonair 
Douglas called the meating to order, 
and introdaoing the presiaent to the 
audience, invitea him to piaaida ovor 
their deliberationa. 

President Harrison, in taking tha 
chair, spoke at some length of the great 
disaster and closed his remarka with Otm 
following suggestiona: 

"I soggeat therefore that a committee 
ba oonsntated having in charge the 

Kiady oollection of articles of food,

Now 
that the sunimer is on it i!an hardly be 
that a lio.ise in Washington OaiUlOt 
ui^tire u blanket or a coverlet 

"And third, I suggest that from the 
substantial business men and bankers 
tliert' be ajipoiuted a committee wlio 
shall collect inoiuy. for after the first 
exigency is past there will bo found in 
those coiiiniiiiiities many who have lost 
their all.' who will need aid in tlii- recon- 
struction of their demolished homes 
and in furnishing them so thst they 
may be again inhabited.
